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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


For the year ending February I5, 1903. 


Again it becomes our duty to report in brief the work 
done in our public schools for the year just ended. 

The annual school meeting occurred Mar, 16, 1902. 
Maj. D. E. Proctor having positively declined a re-election, 
votes were cast for Geo. E. Bales who was elected by a 
large majority, Atan early date the new Board organized 
with H. L. Emerson, Chairman, Geo. E. Bales, Treasurer, 
and M. L. Moore, Secretary, from which time to the present 
they have worked together in harmony and untiring efforts 
for the best interests of the schools. 

By comparison of the statistical tables it will be seen 
that the number of pupils enrolled has been the same this 
year as last, 406; of these 16 have been tuition scholars. 

Concerning the welfare of our schools the money 
expended and the teachers employed are the subjects of 
special interest. The demands of the times and the efforts 
inade to keep in line with the march of progress have re- 
quired, from year to year, increased expense. The coal 
situation has increased our dilemma but skill and good 
judgment have met the difficulty making the janitoi’s 
department worthy of a word of commendation. 

Of the actual school room work where the teacher 
should be the life and inspiration much could be said;a 
few words must suffice. As in other professions the high 
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and the low grade is found among teachers and in all call- 
ings in life the latter predominates. Three factors com. 
bined make the excellent teacher: natural ability, education 
and experience. We have had such and they have left us 
for more lucrative positions. We still have such, a bless- 
ing to the children under their care. 

To secure teachers for $7.a week who will prove 
worth $10. or at $10 worth $15 cannot be done every 
time. ‘To retain a teacher at $300. a year whe can com- 
mand $600. is not to be expected. 

To expect a teacher to do as good work in a large 
and difficult room her first year as her feurth year is not 
just. A little patience often sets things right in time and 
prevents the too frequent change of teachers. It is to be 

‘noticed that a teacher of strong and marked individuality 
unconsciously leaves the impress upon the pupil that his 
way is the only vight way. Another takes up the work 
with different theories and methods but equally good it 
may be. This causes a little ripple of discontent which soon 
passes away as the fact that “variety is the spice of life” 
proves itself true. he eld and the new are each given a 
place of respect and confidence, while harmony and good- 
will again prevail. 

While we admit that we desire better results we see 
far more to commend than te condemn. We have no serious 
féars for our schools. EHarnest work guided by true hearts 
wins in time. We expect at the end of the year to see our 
schools in as good condition as a year ago, notwithstanding 
the many changes in the working forces, and that is much 
to expect. 
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The utmost economy has been practised the past year 
im regard to supplies beyond such as must be provided. 
That really good work may be done a more liberal expendi- 
ture for books must be made another year. The writer 
hopes and believes that the accustomed generusity of the 
town will meet this need in a liberal appropriation. 

For whatever of goodwill and appreciation has been 
shown us and the teachers we have employed we heartily 
thank the parents and friends of the schools. 

The retiring member of the Board gratefully acknow- 
ledges, at this time, the kindly attitude of the people 
towards her during the almost five years of her loved but 
imperfect work for the schools.
